CRUSHING TAXATION. 


The Treasu? returns of Revenue issued on 
Saturday, both for the past quarter and for 
the nine months between April 1 and December 
31, are indeéd a storn reminder of the state of 
national finances, remarks TAe Times editori- 
ally. The shorter period shows a net decrease 
of £48,836,072, the longer of uo less than 
£211.972,410. As a result of bad trade, excess 
profits duty has fallen from £156,354,000 in the 
corresponding nine months of 1920 to 
£29,714,000. 

The deficit remains enormous—not, it ie well 
to remember, as the result of gracious jenity on 
the part of the Government, bit because the 
trade and industry of the country could pro- 
ducé no more. Revenue accounts prove, 
though proof was scarcely needed, that taxation 
has far transgressed the limits of economic 
safety. 

Confronted by a balance sheet that discloses 
so false and perilous a position, the public has 
fortunately not to seek its remedy afar, adds 
The Times. No. re@djustment of taxes, no 
adroit manipulation of accounts, no reparations 
obtainable from former enemies, ¢ 
re-establish financial equipoise. The nation 1s 
exceeding its income on a scale that, unless it 
is drastically reduced, can only involve it deeper 
and still deeper in difficulty. There is nothing 
to be done except to spend within its means. 

Until the imposts that now crush industry 
are lightened there can be no lasting revival 
of British trade.

The meeting was representative of the farm- 
mg community in all parts of the County 
Meath, and, following the resolution adopted 
by the Meath County Council on the previous 
day, left-no room for doubt as to the solidarity 
of the county in favour of the ratification of 
the Treaty. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said that the meeting was attended not only 
by members ofethe Farmers’ Union, but by 
representatives ofall the farmers in the county, 
whether in the Union or not. 

Mr. Thomas Austin, who acted as secretary 
to the meeting, said that the meeting had been 
called, in the first place, to ascertain the 
opinions of the farmers ef the County Meath 
on the Treaty,but another purpose for which the 
meeting had been called was to weld rather than 
te widen any breach that might be threatened 
| im the national ranks. (Applause.) The meet- 
ing might not be unanimous, because the resolu- 
tion was definitely in favour of ratification. A 
yery prominent Irish prelate had said that non- 
ratification would be a national disaster. In 
his (Mr. Austin’s) opinion any split in the 
national ranks would be ‘an even greater 
national disaster. 

Any war was distasteful to them, but the 
most distasteful war of all was a civil war, 
and he was afraid that if any such thing as a 
breach occurred it would bring about civil war, 
and that was.what they wanted to avoid. (Ap- 
plause.) They did not wish to appear im any 
way us wishing to stampede Dail Eireann. 
Peace was no more than Ireland’s due, and he 
took it for granted that they would get a liberal 
interpretation of the points in the Articles of 
the Treaty, which.were not clearly specified. 
The Treaty was not less than Ireland’s dus, bub 
he would also say that it had been the greatest 
victory for Ireland in her history, and one of 
the most successful revolutions in the history 
of the world.
